HB 120 — Utah unemployment
insurance code allows small employers
(under 4 people) to opt out. Want to
require small employers to notify their
potential employees of this. DWS
would send out notification of
requirement to employers. No fiscal
note.

SB 19 — Expanded Infertility Treatment
Coverage Pilot. Mirrors adoption
coverage. Bill removes cap to allow
multiple procedures $4,000 to adopt.

SB 41 — Mental Health Access
Amendments. She stated that there
has been an increase in mental health
issues during Covid-19. Requires health
plans to cover telehealth mental health
services.

HB 31 — Unaccompanied Minors in
Autonomous Vehicles. What happens

Amendments. Modifies the
circumstances under which the penalty
for certain DV offense may be
enhanced and provides that an
adjudication in juvenile court is not a
conviction for purposes of penalty
enhancements

SB 10 — Place Name Amendments.
Authorizes the Division of Indian
Affairs to help facilitate the application
process for changing location names
referring to American Indian terms.
